income and expenses from their 
business. On it they should enter 
name, address, social security 
number, and self-employment tax. 
The self-employment (or social 
security) tax is paid to the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service right 
along with the income tax. 

Q. Each year I hire a number 
of temporary employees to help 
with the harvest on my farm. Are 
these short-term employees cov¬ 
ered by social security? 

A. Farm employees are covered 
by social security if they are paid 
as much as $150 in cash wages 
in a year or if they work at least 
twenty days during the same pe¬ 
riod on a time basis (by the hour, 
day, week, etc.). If your workers 
meet either of these tests, they 
must be reported for social sec¬ 
urity even though they are only 
temporary employees. 

Q. I expect to move in the near 
future; How can 1 make sure that 
my social security check will get 
to me at my new address? 

A. You should report your new 
address to the Social Security Ad¬ 
ministration as early as possible.

Residents of Greater Springfield are apparently becoming his¬ 
tory-minded. So many have asked to see the original deed of the 
first land purchase, signed in 1636, that Mr. John P. ; Lynch decided 
to put it on display conveniently at the Registry of Deeds. 

Signed in Agawam, this deed included land in Agawam meadows. 
The display ease for the ancient document was made in Agawam 
from wood grown in Agawam. Also, Agawam in the only part of 
the original settlement to carry on the name. (Perhaps a little pride 
on our part is permissible.) 

Mr. Thomas F. Reidy, Superintendent of the County Training 
School where the case was made, says that the wood came from an 
oak tree which was cut on the school property last year. The boys 
at the school have a small shop and work with simple power tools 
under the supervision of an instructor who comes in twice a week. 
They make book ends, bird houses etc., and made the new case to 
he used at the Registry of Deeds. The case is small enough to fit 
on an easel and the whole is padlocked for security. 

The document was signed by 13 Indians representing their fam¬ 
ilies and is made out to Wm. Pynchon, Henry Smith and Jehu Burr. 
Seven witnesses signed, two of whom signed “marks” as did the 
Indians. Ahauton, the interpreter, made his mark as witness also. 
Ahauton was the family name of a group living near the Neponset 
River. 

A grant of land by the General Court carried with it the right 
to “extinguish” the Indian title, which was what Pynchon accomp¬ 
lished by the signing of this deed. 

The price paid for the Agawam land was 10 fathoms of wam¬ 
pum, 10 coats, 10 hoes, 10 hatchets and 10 knives. As one of our 
very early historians explains it, the Indians weren’t using the land 
and therefore considered it of little value and the English believed 
land was valueless until “improved.” 

Ground already planted by the Indians was not included in this 
purchase. The Indians were to continue using it and were to have 
the right to take fish and deer, gound nuts, walnuts, akornes and 
a kind of peas. Also if cattle belonging to the Englishmen spoiled 
the Indian’s corn the Indians were to be paid in just value, and hogs 
■were not to be allowed on the Agawam land except in akorne time. 

Additional purchases of land were made at different times up 
until the Indians left this area after King Phillips War. While the 
first purchase was made by Pynchon for the settlement, individuals 
at a later date with permission from the Court made their own pur¬ 
chases. 

The Indian deeds and the first Proprietors’ Records are still 
valued as authority in tracing land titles. 


social security check is payable. 

Q. I have been receiving social 
security benefits for several years 
for the months I did not work. I 
was 72 in September 1963, and 
my earnings were over $1200. Do 
I have to file an annual report to 
show how much I made in 1963? 

A. Yes, you must file an annual 
report by April 15, 1964, since 
you were under 72 some months 
of the year and had earnings of 
over $1200. 

Q. My husband and I have been 
receiving combined checks for 
several years. Last month my 
husband became ill and is now 
unable to endorse his portion of 
our check. May I sign his name 
for him? 

A. You may not sign his name 
for him. You may have him write 
his “X” on the check according 
to the instructions on the reverse 
side and have it witnessed by two 
people. You should also consult 
your social security office. There 
is a procedure whereby another 
person may be authorized to re¬ 
ceive and cash checks for a sev¬ 
erely ill person. A statement from 
the attending physician that your 
husband is not able to manage the 
social security benefits will also 
be required. 

Q.I am receiving widow bene¬ 
fits. I have my own social security 
number but I have never worked 
any in “covered employment.” 
Will there be a lump-sum death 
payment paid on my account num¬ 
ber when I die? 

A. No, there will not be a lump¬ 
sum payment in the event of your 
death because you yourself have 
never worked under social secur¬ 
ity and are not, therefore, an “in¬ 
sured worker.” 

Q. I have been receiving month¬ 
ly social security benefits for two 
years. I plan to return to full¬ 
time employment in May 1964, 
the first month I am 72 years old. 
I)o I have to report my earnings 
to the Social Security Adminis¬ 
tration if I earn over $1200? 

A. You have to file an annual 
report of your earnings between 
January 1 and April .15, 1965, for 
1964. An annual report of earn¬ 


ings is required by an oenencia- 
ries who are under age 72 in the 
year in which their earnings ex¬ 
ceed $1200.

Trolling’s Line Of Trouble. 

Trolling can cause even the 
best behaved of fishing lines to. 
act like a teen-ager doing the 
twist. 

To prevent twisting ami 
foaled lines caused by trolling, 
Mercury outboards’ fishing ex¬ 
perts offer a few ideas that 
lessen this ever present problem. 

It's important, they say, to 
realize that nearly all lures will 
revolve while being towed un¬ 
derwater. But, they do not all 
turn in the same direction. 

Before chucking a lure over 
the transom, check its natural 
direction of spin by dragging 
the plug or piece of hardware 
alongside for a • few seconds. 
Do this with several different 
lures. When the time comes to 
snap on a new one. select a 
model that revolves in the op¬ 
posite direction. 

Swivels should always be 
used between lines and lure. 
They help some, but do not pre¬ 
vent twist. 

Keels or keel sinkers rigged 
ahead of the plug are far more 
effective in eliminating prob¬ 
lems. 

Keels have another value that 
is seldom recognized. Bright 
metal styles often call atten¬ 
tion to the trailing bait or lure 
and result in a greater number 
of strikes. They also reduce 
short striking incidents, parti¬ 
cularly when long eels or porlc 
rinds are used. 

At intervals, advise the Mer¬ 
cury folks, remove the plug and 
allow the line to run free for a 
few minutes. Do this again 
while cruising back to the dock 
at day’s end. . 

The twist may be okay for 
the kids, but let's keep it out 
of fishing. .

State Trout More 
Colorful This Year; 
Stocking Begins 

Stocking of the most colorful 
trout ever released on a state¬ 
wide basis got underway Monday, 
March 2, when the Division of 
Fisheries and Game begins distri¬ 
bution of fish for the 1964 sea¬ 
son. 

This year for the first time, 
nearly one million trout reared at 
the division’s trout hatcheries 
have been on a special beauty diet 
since Jan. 1. They’re being fed 
pellets containing three percent 
paprika, a red powder that ap¬ 
parently takes the place of ele¬ 
ments found in the wild that pro¬ 
duce the brilliant colors in “na¬ 
tive” trout. 

In addition to the brighter 
colors, paprika-fed fish seem to 
be healthier and huskier than 
trout on a standard diet, says 
chief fish culturist Ralph Bitzer. 
According to Bitzer, the special 
diet being fed since Jan. 1 will be 
sufficient to produce the most 
colorful trout ever released in 
Massachusetts, and they’ll ave¬ 
rage heavier than any stocked in 
past years. 


Christmas Seal 
Campaign Needs 
Aid To Reach Goal 

To fulfill the need for expand¬ 
ed programs, the Hampden Coun¬ 
ty Tuberculosis and Public Health 
Association is aiming for a to¬ 
tal of $87,000 in the annual 
Christmas Seal campaign which 
ends on March 31. 

To achieve this objective, the 
Association said, many of those 
who have not yet contributed are 
being counted on for support. Al¬ 
though the campaign is concen¬ 
trated during the Christmas holi¬ 
day season, the drive actually ex¬ 
tends through the end of March 
to support the Association’s pro¬ 
gram year which begins in April. 

The need for a generous re¬ 
sponse to the drive in its closing 
month is pointed up by the fact 
that the latest i-eport shows con¬ 
tributions $2213 below those of 
the same period a year ago.

But with generous support in 
the final month of the campaign, 
said the Association, the goal that 
would assure expanded programs 
can be met. 

Prevention and control of tu¬ 
berculosis and respiratory disease 
are accomplished by the Associa¬ 
tion’s programs of case finding, 
rehabilitation, health education 
and research. Literally tens of 
thousands of people in Hampden 
County alone receive the benefits 
of these programs each year.

Each year a new class of ap¬ 
pointees enter the U. S. Military 
Academy at West Point and the

polis. Some of them are from the 
Armed Forces, some are Senato¬ 
rial and Congressional appointees. 

Sons of persons awarded the 
Congressional Medal of Honor 
may be appointed as cadets at the
